surveys. Mr. Selwyn's journal is ex- 
ceedingly entertaining, and forcibly| 
brings to mind the hardshijjs and for 
titude of Lord Tylilton's party.

_ Siieh was the end of the Expedition ti 
p.\fgliaiiiMtan ; and it is not surprising thai 
"'for years afterwards, notwithstanding thel 
v ictories by whichthedisoster wasrotriev- 
ed, tlie very name of the country struck 
^both Indian and English statesmen with
